About fifteen yenrs ngo thcr come to Indi¬ 
an ipolis Indinun, a colored man named John 
Freeman, lie brought with him some few 
hundred dollars, a part of which he invested 
in real estate: He was a painter, white-wash¬ 
er, and man of all work. He married a young 
woman who was a servant in our family, j 
His deportment won for Imn general respect 
and confidence: lie rapidly increased in pro¬ 
perty and is now worth about six thousand 
dollars, which, lor that community, is a very 
Imftdson.e property. No man’s word was bet¬ 
ter than Freeman.’.?. He was honest,punctual 
and reliable. He became an unlive member 
of the colored Baptist Church, amt conscien¬ 
tiously discharged his duties as a church 
member. He lias a family ol three children— 

Oil the 23d of June, a man named Pleasant 
Ellington, formerly from Kentucky, now "I 
Missouri, who is we understand n Meihodist 
preacher, appeared in [mUinapnlis, and found 
miscreants base enough to assist him in ar¬ 
resting Freeman, upon the claim that lie wasj 
his sluve. Freeman claims that he is tree 
man, and shows many papers recognizing 
that fact. The Judge has granted nine weeks 
for Freeman to procure further evidence of 
his freedom. 

There are some facts that have come to 
our knowledge, which it will he edifying to 
know. . .. 

When Freeman’s arrest was known, the 
whole community was moved. One hundred 
men, of all parties, and of tire first standing 
in the place, such as Judge Blacktord, Judge 
Wick, N. B. Palmer. Calvin Fletcher, Esq., 
and many other such, signed a Ixind for hail 
in the suin ofsixteen hundred dollars. The 
amount in gold was brought into court, to be 
deposited for the preacher Ellington, in case 
Freeman proved a slave, should not appear, 
or for Ids freedom, in any event. Tile bail 
was refused. Rev. Mr. Ellington refused to 
agree to take any price should lie get posses¬ 
sion of him, but determined to take him to 
Missouri. 

Under a pretence tbnt he feared a rescue, 
the marshal was about to remove Freeman to 
Madison jail on the Ohio river;—hut has 
consented to leave him in the jail at Indian¬ 
apolis, on condition that Freeman pays three 
dollars a day for a guard to watch over mm- 

b * ! We have some good but dull men in New 
York, who have denied that Christian men 
and families were subject to separation and 
sale, under the system of Slavery. It is said 
that to represent such scenes as Uncle Tom’s 
separation from his family, and his wife, is a 
slander.

Worked into its own 
machinery, is an engine of 60 horse power. 
This drives four piston rods. Itorizanlally, 
and these turn four half circle plates, of 
stout proportions, on which circular revolv¬ 
ing blades are set.

It is difficult to characterize the monstros¬ 
ity of such a proceeding as this. Hero is a 
free American woman, seized as a sluve in 
1845, mid kept.in bondage eight years on a 
plantation. Enabled finally, by what means 
the above curt mid bald statement does not 
explain, to get a hearing in a Court of Justice, 
the Judge ut once pronounces that her pre¬ 
tended master has no right over her, or in 
other words that he lias kidnapped her and 
deprived her of her liberty for that period. Of 
course Mr. Lambeth is au estimable citizeu ! 
and the upright and learned Judge gives no 
damages to it woman tor being deprived 
illegally of her liberty for eight years!

The Tomb of the Emoeror. 

Amongst his companions in arms has been 
placed this greatest triumph of French art. 
The inauguration of this Tomb,which has 
been so long delayed, is now indefinitely 
imstpoiieil for reasons of State—weighty, no ; 
doubt, since Louis Napoleon means the State. 
Admission to see it,however,is now possible; 
aftd the judgment of all is, who have seen it, 
that it is the most exquisite'work of art in 
Europe. I have seen it several times ; and 
like Niagara Falls, in one particular, it grows 
more beautiful, more striking, at each visit, 
and that is the best test of perfection 

In the plan, the architect Visconti, lias de¬ 
viated from the method usually adopted m 
the building of tombs, especially from those 
round at Westminster Abbey* at St. Paul’s, 
and at St. Denis. Instead of an elevated 
structure, it is an excavated cave. In the 
marble floor of the rotunda in the church of 
he Dome, in the rear of the Invalids, a rotun¬ 
da 1101 so large as that at Washington, but 
much more elegant,, a circular grave or 
crypt, is dug, thirty feet diameter, and per¬ 
haps eighteen feet deep. In this crypt is 
erected the costly sarcophagus, into which 
are to be placed the remains of the Emperor. 
As the visitor stands, therefore, upon the 
floor of the church, leaning over the marble 
balustrade Wbieh protect the edge of the cave 
he looks down on the coffin, which is a little 
below the level of his feet. The amount of

Court ‘Foolery. Liveries. 

If any body supposes the humble request 
of the administration will have any effect in 
practice he will learn what it is to be green. 
The order should have been a comtnnnd,ex¬ 
tending fur beyond mere costume. Dr. Jiai- 
ley of the National Era writes: 

1’akis, June 30, 1853. 
American papers received here announce 
that Mr. Mercy lias issued an order request¬ 
ing American Ministers abroad to lay aside 
the rediculous court-dresses they have been 
the h.abit.of wearing on state occasions, 
l to appear in the simple garb of an 
American citizen. Tho order ought to, be 
madatory ; for some of our countrymen are 
snobbish in their tastes, and will be apt to 
find some pretext for sporting stage finery. 
The rule or usage of court etiquette is, that 
an Ambassador or Minister shall wear, in a 
foreign Court, the costume in which he is 
required to appear in the presence of his 
i sovereign. The rule is a reasonable 
, dictated by the equality of independent 
nations in rights and dignity. The costume 
is thus made to symbolize the sovereignty of 
the nation represented. The simplicity of 
democratic usages is inconsistent with bar¬ 
baric display.

Just think of it—an American Minister put¬ 
ting on the tnCnn livery of n foreign Court— 
the bright breeches, ruffled at the knees, the 
wig, the cocked hat, the tremendous sword 
—in a word, about such finery as the foot¬ 
man of a snob might wear! It is marvelous 
that our Government should have ever tol¬ 
erated such insulting tom-foolery. There is 
something childish inthe>e court pageantries. 
They are rather too weak for an age of iron, 
and fire, and steam. There are men, even 
in England,who will not tolerate them. Rich¬ 
ard Cohden and some other liberal members 
of Parliament have never been presented to 
the Queen, or atteuded the dinners given by 
the Speaker of the House, for the simple 
reason that they could not stoop to put them¬ 
selves in the absurd court dress required to 
he worn on such occasions. One of them 
remarked to me, that lie did notlike to make 
a fool of himself—to put on a garb in which 
lie should blush to see himself in a mirror, 
or have his children look at him. 

There is a wonderful passion for liveries 
among certain classes ot the English People ; 
and the liveries are infinitely more flaring 
than Americans can imagine. The other 
day, in London, I saw a huge footman, with 
bright-red breeches, scarlet vest and coat, 
powdered and pomatumed wig, cocked hat, 
and furnishings to suit! Sometimes the col¬ 
or is sky (due, or bright green, or yellow, or 
purple, or crimson, ail over, or mixed and 
variegated in the most fantastic style. j\.nd 
the poor fools are as vain ot their finery 
so inauv peacocks. It is difficult to sav 
whom one feels the most contempt—for the 
men who can thus glory in their shame, - 
for the masters who point to their shame 
the symbol of their wealth aud position.

Answers of the Candidates for Governor to 
the State Central Committee. 

Winthrop, July 14, 18S3. 

Messrs. B. P. Tecr and others of Commit¬ 
tee, &c .—Gentlemen : Your note ef the 12th 
inst, was received last evening. In obedience 
to a Tote of the late Temperance Convention 
yon interrogate me “ in regard to my opinions 
and position in relation t/> the Maine Law.” 

You will undoubtedly recollect that I was, a 
year ago, requested bv the State Central Tem¬ 
perance Committee, to give my “ views ” on 
the then existing « Maine Law and that I 
gave them in somewhat extended detail.— 
When I assure you, gentlemen, that the ob¬ 
servations nnd experience of another year in 
regard to this subject, have confirmed me still 
more strongly in the belief, not only of the 
utility, but the necessity of such a law. 1 
trust you will excuse me from reiterating the 
ideas then expressed. 

You ask me, •• 1 st. Ought the Maine Law, 
in your judgment, to be repealed?” “2d. If 
not, should this law be modified in any re • 
spects ? ” nnd it so, request me to “ state to 
vou what provisions should be changed and in 
what respects.” 

In answer to your first query, permit me to 
say that, in my judgment, the Legislature of 
Maine could mt do a deed more fatal to her 
moral interests.—more disastrous to her grow¬ 
ing prosperity,—and, by consequence, more d<- 
rogatory 10 lier honor and reputation, than to 
repeal the act commonly called the •• Maine 
Law.” 

My answer to yonr jecond query must be 
som-what more general The law iti question 
has its defects. Several modifications might 
be suggested that would stregthen its prohibi. 
tory character and increase its stringency— 
Buch, for instance as repealing or striking out 
the clnusc in the 7th section relating to sale of 
eider,—also adding sections, authorizing the 
detention of persons found intoxicated until 
they disclose where they obtained the liquor 
that made them drunk,—forbidding the collec¬ 
tion of rent by Landlords, who knowing, al¬ 
low their lenemeuts to be used for “liquor 
shops," &c. 

I however would not advise any change in 
the law at present. I believe it to be a pru- 
dont course to let time nnd use test, by practi¬ 
cal action, the power and extent of the merits 
and demerits, iho strong points and weak points 
of all our new laws, before we begin to modify 
and change them, and I see no good reason 
why this particular statuto should be an excep-

Gr.s ri.EMKN : I am, iu rec'pt of your note of 
the 12 th inst, propounding the following in¬ 
terrogatories : “ 1. Ought the ‘ Maine Liquor 
Law,' in your judgment, to be repealed ?” “ 2. 

If not* should the law be modified in any re¬ 
spects, and if so, what provisions should be 
changed and in what respects ? ” 

Believing that the object of the law referred 
to is of the highest importance to the moral, 
social and political welfare of the people, and 
that its provisions are adequate to the accom¬ 
plishment of that object, it ought not, in my 
judgment, to be repealed. I have no modifica¬ 
tions to propose or recommend, and am not 
aware of any which should be made. 

In my reply to a similar communication from 
a Committee of the State Temperance Conven¬ 
tion held prior to the last gubernatorial can¬ 
vass, I expressed my approbation of the lead¬ 
ing and material provisions of the law as it 
then was. The additional Act passer! at the 
last session of the legislature divested it of 
t hose features which were regarded by many 
objectionable as being in conflict with the Con¬ 
stitution. After so recent and thoroujjh a re¬ 
vision, it is in my judgment the wiser course 
to legislate no further upon the subject until 
the law in its present form shall have had a full 
and fair trial, and time and experience made 
apparent whatever of imperfection, if any, 
there may be in its provisions.

traneous shoots ; strip off the loose bnrk 
formed on old vines and' leave the stock to 
bo tied at a Inter period. 

There are some differences of opinion res¬ 
pecting the height of the stock, but most of 
our best vignerons advocate the short stem 
or low priming above suggested 
L'.in/erx.—Should, there he an occasional 
gap in the vineyard, now is a good time to 
provide for the filling it up by a layer from 
one ofthe nearest vines. For this purpose 
he tnmmer must select a good long branch 
that will reach to the gap and leave it for 
making the layer next month. 

Bank and Walls should be repaired when¬ 
ever the ground will allow working-if the 
rains or frosts have injured them they should 
be made up at once, and all tendency to wash 
must be checked immediately. 

Trenching new ground, which should have 
been progressing the whole winter, except 
during; the severest frost, must now he com¬ 
pleted, as it will soon be time to set tile 
young vines in new plantations. 

Cuttings .—The trimmings are all to he col¬ 
lected and at once cut up into slips; this 
operation may be performed under shelter 
in stormy weather. Good, sound wood, witli 
short joints, is to be selected and cut into 
lengths of eighteen to twenty-two inches. 
When it is convenient, a small piece of the 
old wood is left on the base of each cutting, 
as such are considered most likely to grow. 
They are now to be tied up neatly in bundles 
of two hundred and fifty each, and then pla¬ 
ced in a cool cellar. 

A better plan, however, is to dig a trench, 
set the bundles vertically, close together, and’ 
cover with the earth that had been thrown 
out. The greatest care should always be 
taken to prevent the cuttings from becoming 
dry. The trimmings should be gathered 
into the cellar from day to day, and occnsi on-

Fruit Carden and Orchard-— 

This month is the beat time to prune frtt it 


trees, as the wounds then heal , olltlll , 
and do not canker. (See Downing on Fruit 
Trees.) When spring grafts have failed, a 
bud may succeed at this time. 

If the weather be dry, advantage shoud be 
taken of this fact to coat the surface of the 
trunks of trees with the wash recommended 
in vol. i. p. 9, as the hot sun will cause the 
mixture to dry upon the bark and thus do 
away with the larva; of insects deposited in 
the bafk. The moisture afforded by the 
dews will be sufficient to enable the more 
soluble portions to gradually enter the in¬ 
terstices, and tints decompose the inert or 
dead parts of the coating of taees, while the 
aftergrowth will cause such parts to be exfoli¬ 
ated and thrown off. We have tried this mode 
of treatment fully, and we are convinced that 
the general health and fruitfulness of the tree 
is much improved by its use. 

Budding; must be performed this month, 
and Downing tell us that “the proper season 
for budding is form the 1st of July to the 
middle of Septenib er, the different trees com¬ 
ing into season as follows: plums, cherries, 
apricots on plums, apricots, pears, apples, 
quinces,nectarines arid peaches. Trees of 
considerable size will require budding earl¬ 
ier thanfyoungfseedjing stocks, but the op¬ 
eration is always, and only’ performed when 
the bark of the stock or parts separates freely 
from the wood, and when the buds of the cur¬ 
rent year’s growth are somewhat plump, and 
young wood is growing firm.

Lefl Handed Plow. 

Mr. Editor As the time will soon be 
here when farmers will begin to look aho tit 
for plows, I would ask permission to make a 
few remarks upon.the kind to be used. In my 
wanderings through Suckerdom 1 have In;ule 
some little observation. When in a neighbor¬ 
hood of real go-ahead enterprising farmers 
-( those who have thrown the stone out of the 
hag,) J see mostly us,ed the left handed plow 
for breaking. - Where there are good barns 
neat dwellings, fine stock and large meadows 
1 see the left handed plow. Well, says one 
where is the great advantage of the left hand¬ 
ed plow? Well, in the first place, the same 
team will break more ground, and do it bet¬ 
ter,than with the right handed plow. How is 
this r your lead horse always walks in the 
furrow, while your off horse'walk on the hard 
ground, consequently your plow always cuts 
the same width of furrow ; whereas with the 
right handed plow your lead horse walks near 
the furrow and the nearer the furrow he 
walks, the less the plow cuts, and when the 
ground is very hart}, he is sure to step into 
the furrow (for some horses have more sense 
tjjan some folks), in so doing he pushes the 
off horse on the plowed ground, and thus 
throws the plow entirely out, consequently 
the land is as full ofgouts,as badly spuu yarn', 
and in finishing a land the team has to be 
turned several times at different places or go 
over the same ground several times. All these 
difficulties are avoided in the left handed 
p ow. With your lead, or near horse, in the

less, the plow continues to do its work with 
uniformity. Another consideration of import 
ance, almost any horse can lie taught to go 
by the single line. When afield is broke as it 
should be, the dirt is thrown from the fence 
whereas with the right hand plow it is thrown 
to the fence, so there is left a ridge 6 or 8 
inches high all round the field, first by being 
thrown there in breaking, and secondly by 
cleaning the plows in cultivation.

Cheap Mode of filtering Water. 

As efficient a filter as can possibly be con¬ 
structed may be made in a few minutes by 
any person, and at the cost of a very lew 
pence. Procure a watering pot of the com- 
mon kind, close the opening in the bottom 
by a piece of sponge, then place in the inside 
a layer of small stones, previously well 
clensed by washing, this layer may be about 
two ruches deep, the upper stones being very 
small;, next procure some freshly burnt char¬ 
coal, which has not been kept in a damp or 
foul place, as it rapidly absorhs any strong 
smells, ami so becomes tainted and unfit for 
such purpose ; reduce this to powder, and 
mix it with twice its bulk.of clear, wejl-

He placed a thermometer in the centre of a 
large loaf.thirteen inches in diameter and 
five and a halt inches thick, just taken hot 
from the oven, and found the temperature 
about two hundred and fifty-seven degrees be¬ 
low boiling water, although the heat of the 

oven was much greater. This comparatively | 
low temperature was doubtless ownin<- ’ 1 

the presence of water, constituting, 
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ed bread, half the weight of\he flour, and 
winch must prevent its becoming higher 
than two hundred and twelve degrees. The 
formation of the crust prevents "the escape 
of this water, and also tends to exclude the 
intense heat, hence an excessively hot oven 
may, by the thick crust it creates, actually 
prevent the thorough baking of the interior, 
the.hot loaf just spoken of, weighed nearly 
seven pounds and a half; it was placed in a 
room having a temperature of about sixty 
five degrees. It required no less than twen¬ 
ty four hours for the cooling to become com¬ 
pletely established, when its texture became 
as crumbling as other stale bread. Durum- 
the cooling it did riot lose a thousand part 
of its weight by drying. On the sixth day 
when it was very stale, its loss of moisture 
had not exceeded one hundredth. Another 
experiment was made for transforming stale 
into new bread. A large loaf six days old, 
was placed in the oven. An hour after, a 
thermometer placed in the centre, indicated 
only one hundred and fifty-six degrees ; yet 
the loaf on being cut, was found as fresh as 
some just baked, although it had lost a small 
portion of 


moisture. A third experi- 

---- A cylindrical piece of old 

bread., was put in a tin case, .corked tight, 
and thus closely sealed was heated in hot 
water for half an hour, at a temperature of 
one hundred and forty degrees ; no altera¬ 
tion in moisture could of course take place. 
It became soft and elastic as any just taken 
from the oven, in twenty four hours it be¬ 
came like half stale bread,and in forty eight 
hours fully stale. This experiment Was 
several times repeated, with success in the 
same portion of bread. Wo mention all Ihe 
experiments in proof of what we at first 
stated, that the chemical, constituents of food 
are not alone to be takSn into consideration 
in judging of its value ; and of the indis¬ 
pensable necessity of accurate experiments, 
rather than clieuiiea.l analysis, in settling all 
important points in practice,-at the same 
time that analysis becomes a most valuable 
auxiliary.

Am 
I right? Can you give me any advice upon 
the subject ?’ in our judgment our corres¬ 
pondent is perfectly correct. If bis son, in 
addition to his ambition, had manifested ex¬ 
traordinary talents-, it would have been the 
duty of the father to afford him a full oppor¬ 
tunity for their development and cultivation.
